1.  Enclosure  (A)  indicated  that  the  elapsed  timo  from  be¬ 
ginning  of  hostilities  to  the  first  corial  photographic  rocon- 
naisance  over  subject  aroas  varlod  from  32  days  to  30  months. 

Tho  ehortest  olaneed  tirno  (32  days)  between  beginning  of  hos¬ 
tilities  and  first  pheto  covor  was  in  the  Truk  Islands.  Howovor, 
tho  quality  of  photography  was  poor  and  clouds  obscured  areas  of 
intcroet  referred  to  ir.  plans. 

2.  Tho  Island  of  Votje  was  photo/- raphed  53  days  after 
hostilities  began.  This  photography  indicates  that  installations 
roforred  to  in  plans  v-erc  operative  ct  that  timo  (See  Enclosure 
(B)).
